London, Feb. 27.— The next move in 
the Cretan game itj anxiously awaited. 
According to news from the continent, 
the Marquis of Salisbury's proposals for 
the settlement of the difficulties is not 
J'et, formally endorsed by the powers, 
4mt it is believed there is no doubt that 
it will be approved, or tho British Pre- 
mier would not have made the public 
announcement on the subject which he 
did in the House of Lords on Thurday 
lust, by reading telegraphic instructions 
sent to the ambassadors of Great Brit- 
ain at the courts of the great powers, 
and outlining the government's policy 
toward Crete. This announcement was 
promptly followed by tho issue ofiieerni- 
official note from St. Petersburg. 
It • began by Baying that Kus- 
sia} through her minister at 
Athens, had called upon Greece 
to withdraw all her troops 
and her fleet from Creto within three 
days, and was accompanied by a long 
state in exit of the motives actuating Kus- 
sia — uatnely, that to prevent an exten- 
sion of -the revolution to other portions 
of the Turkish empire, imperilling the 
peace of Europe, a stop must be put to 
Greece's action, -which was stated as op- 
posed to international law. The semi- 
official statement continues:. " Before 
negotiations for a future Cretan consti- 
tution can be entered upon Russia, it iB 
believed, will bo asked to restore order 
in Crete. After the Greek evacuation 
Russia will then, under protection of the 
powers, instal an autonomy government 
under' the suzerainty of the Sultan. 
In this policy liussia is support- 
ed by France, Germany and Austria. " 
It was observed throughout the state- 
ment that neither Great Britain nor 
Italy were mentioned, but Greece was 
warned that should she " in blind mis- 
conception of her own interests allow 
herself to be excited by self-Eeeking 
friends to persist in her present attitude 
UjfejW the ful<?e idea that the •pqwerB-are 
not united, because at the outset one or 
another has not concurred in Russia's 
proposals, Russia is resolved to take re- 
prisals, the first step being a blockade of 
the PineuB. 

Finally, according to this serflj-official 
statement from St. Petersburg the pow- 
ers consider the annexation of Crete by 
Greece to be out of the question, add- 
ing : " And in the conBciousness of their 
absolute support Russia will he in the 
position to prevent the Cretan question 
from imperilling the peace of Europe, 
even should any individual power refuse 
to accede to the proposed measures." 

This apparently defiant announcement 
from the Russian capital created a sen- 
sation, but the statements therein con- 
tained are not confirmed from Athens, 
so it is assumed the statement embodied 
Russia's views and not what has actu- 
ally occurred. 

Active communications are still pro- 
ceeding between the different European 
cabinets. The Marquis of Salisbury pre- 
sided to-day at a special meeting of the 
cabinet at, the foreign ollice. Whether 
the solution of the imbroglio is peaceful 
or not, depends entirely upon Greece and 
the dispatches from Athens indicate the 
feeling of resistance to the powers is 
strong among people throughout 
Greece, and a declaration of war with 
Turkey would be received with enthu- 
iasm. 

It is reported to-day that the King:, re- 
cognizing that he cannot possibly long 
resist the will of Europe, and feeling it 
impossible to appease the people him- 
self, will abdicate in, favor of the Crown 
Prince, Prince Constantino, the Duke of 
Sparta, husband of Princess Sophia of 
Prussia, siBter of Emperor William of 
Germany. 

The latest Greek proposal is said to be 
that Greece should administer Crete as 
Austria administers Bosnia. But it 
seems to be agreed on all sides chat peace 
can only be maintained by leaving Crete 
as a part of the Turkish empire. The 
Marquis of Salisbury's proposals 
mve been received with favor 
not only by the British, but by 
moBt of continental newspapers. How- 
ever, in the meanwhile military prepara- 
tions are proceeding apace in Turkey 
and Greece. While everything is pre- 
pared in South Russia for the transport 
of a big Russian army to the Balkans 
whenever this step is deemed necessary. 
Telegrams from Vienna also declare that 
Emperor Francis Joseph has had re- 
peated conferences with the Austrian 
minister for war, and planE for the 
mobilization of the Austrian forces on 
the Balkan frontier have been drawn up 
ind horses are already being purchased 
for military uses. According to advices 
from the small Balkan states war pre- 
parations are proceeding there secretly, 
and in short all the parties concerned 
are quite prepared for an explosion at 
any moment. 

Canka, Feb. 27— In a conflict between 
Christians and. Mussulmans at Vrisin, 
near Rethino, yesterday, the Mussul- 
mans were forced to retreat with a Iosb 
of two men killed and eighteen wounded. 

Vienna, Feb. 27. — The following semi- 
official announcement was made hore 
this afternoon: "Tho negotiations re- 
lative to the fonn of note to be pre- 
sented to Greece demanding the evacua- 
tion of Creto continues. The cabinets 
of Austria Germany and Russia, es- 
pecially the latter, ar.e pressing for 
immediate and drastic measures, such 
aa would immediately end a state of 



affairs which is daily becoming more 
dangerous, and compel Greece to sub- 
mit without delay or take the conse- 
quences, which will be an effective 
blockade of the Pirtcus." 

The other powers while acting in 
unison with the three empires desire 
greater moderation in the expression of 
views, and equally desirous of tho 
prompt carrying out of the policy of the 
concert, are anxious to give Greece a 
chanco to submit befoi*e being compelled 
to do so by force. It is hoped that the 
powers will agree to the exact terms of 
the note to Greece within a few days." 

Paris, Feb. 27. — The following semi- 
official statement was issued this even- 
ing: " All tho powers have instructed 
their representatives at Constantinople 
and at Oanea to agree to the terms of 
the note to be Bent to the governments 
based on Russia's and the Marquis of 
Salisbury's proposals." 

Rome. Feb. 27.— Concerning Great 
Britain's attitude towards Crete, ex- 
Prime Minister Crispi said : "It was 
due to Great Britain that Garibaldi, in 
1KG0, was not hindered in landing in 
Sicily. To-day tho cuse is identical. If 
the powers intervene it ought to he for 
the libetation of oppressed nations and 
never to maintain a Btate of barbarism, 
living on in incendiarism and assassin- 
ation." 

. Athens, Feb. 27. — The legislative 
chamber did not sit to-day. The oppo- 
sition convoked a plenary meeting at 
which it wiiB decided to address a pro- 
test to the King declaring that in face of 
this parliamentary strike the crown had 
the right of acting in order to impose re- 
spect for the constitution. The protest 
was presented to the King this evening. 
A decree has been promulgated calling 
out 91st and 92nd classes ot the reserve 
owing to the mobilization of the Turks. 

S.u.onK'a, Feb. 27. — Orders have been 
received to hasten the departure to the 
Greek frontier of the 72 battalions of 
Redifs now en route from Asia Minor, 
ten trains being used to convey them. 
Two battalions were dispatched yester- 
day to Katerina and 18 Krupp guns to- 
day to Vena. 

Oanea, Feb. 27. — The Jews, who so 
far have remained . in their homes, are 
now fleeing in large numbers. Armed 
Mussulmans continue to parade the 
streets. Martial law is urgently needed. 

KRUGER'S LITTLE GAME'. 

Thinks He Can Put the Screws on the Rand 
to Get His Indemnity, 

London, Feb. 27. — The action of the 
Voulksraad, as cabled from Johannes- 
burg yesterday in adopting anew high 
court law, by which any judgment of the 
high court can be annulled by the VolkB- 
raad rendering all contracts and conces- 
sions unsafe has caused a great Stir here. 
The British newspapers loudly denounce 
the law as intended to enable President- 
Kruger to "put the screws" on the 
Rand in the event of refusal of tlve 
British government to pay the indemnity 
demanded by the Transvaal for the 
lameson raid. The papers point out as 
significant in view of the belief that the 
Rand law violates the London conven- 
tion, that a battalion of the Suffolk regi- 
ment numbering 7o0 men, has been 
ordered to leave England for the Cape 
immediately.

CHEVALIER DROLET. 

He Says the Pope Has Appointed a Coio- 
mission to Investigate Charges Against 
Canadian Clergy, 

Moxtbeal, Feb. 27.— (Special)— Ac- 
cording to an announcement made this 
afternoon by Chevalier Mgr. Drolet, who 
has just returned from a visit to Rome, 
where he went at the instance of the 
Laurier government, the Pope has ap- 
pointed a commission of cardinals to in- 
vestigate tiie charges ugainst the Cana- 
dian clergy of improper interference in 
the recent elections. The charges 
were prepared in detail by Cheva- 
lier JJrolet, and are directed 
against ' six Canadian bishops and 
archbishops and a large number of 
priests. They recite instances where 
sacraments of the church were refused 
to Liberals and intimidation exercised 
by means of threats of excommunication 
all in the interest of the Conservative 
party. On the completion of the inves- 
tigation it is understood the Pope will 
name a permanent delegate to Canada. 
Chevalier Drolet declares that repre- 
sentatives of the Quebec bishops visited 
Rome and among other things spread 
tho report that Premier Laurier was a 
" Freemason of the worst kind," declar- 
ine t hat it would be a meritorious act to 
combat him with every means at the 
eli arch's command.

it leads to nothing." 

This opinion is shared by nine of the 
ten men one meets privately, irrespec- 
tive of party, and it is generally said 
that this new departure in foreign poli- 
tics is radically opposed to the old Bis- 
niarckian policy. Even the Centrist 
press, although anti-Bismarckian, re- 
culls the sounder policy of the Bismarck 
regime. The Hamburger Nacbrichten 
strongly protests against policy in arti- 
cles, evidently from Prince Bismarck's 
pen, and the only class who express sat- 
isfaction with His Majesty's proceed- 
ings are the colonial enthusiasts, who 
also favor his gigantic naval schemes. 

The government has already begun an 
agitation of the measures it desires to 
paBS during the next legislative period 
of the reichstag. The most important is 
an increase of the German army on a 
peace footing, providing for big naval 
projects. The increase in the army 
amounts to 21,000 men, mainly to form 
third battalion added to the new forty- 
two regiments which will be formed on 
April 1. 

The abcess on the Emperor's knee 
pave him excessive pain and he had to 
have fomentations night and day in or- 
der to reduce the swelling. The pain 
commenced a fortnight ago and His Ma- 
jesty was unable to stand upright for 
three days. 

The Leipsic University buildingB, 
which have been thoroughly renovated 
and rebuilt during several years, will be 
re-dedicated with great ceremony in the 
presence of the King of Saxony and a 
number of princes on June 15. 

There has been an epidemic of influ- 
enza in themilitary barracka of Prenzlau, 
250 men being prostrated. The same 
etate of things prevails at Berlin, Span- 
dau, Breslau and Koenigsburg barracks. 

On the occasion of the centenary of 
March 22 the Emperor will issue an am- 
nesty decree, the provisions of which only 
exclude murderers and lese majeste of- 
ienders. 

Kobt. F. Kneebs, the American horse- 
man who is undergoing imprisonment 
lor racing the mare Betiiel on the Ger- 
man turf under the name of Nellie 
Kneebs, will probably be included In 
the list of pardons. 

Countess von Griebenow, formerly 
Miss Ada Rhodes, of Savannah, Ga., is 
the first lady in Germany to enter her 
trotters for this year's races. 

VENEZUELA BOUNDARY. 

United States Commission Presented Their 
Report to the President Yesterday. 

Washington, Feb. 27.— The Venezue- 
lan boundary commission to-day sub 
mitted its report to the President, and 
thus terminated the work which has en- 
gaged the attention of its members for 
many months. By appointment the en- 
tire commission called at the White 
House at noon to-day. The results of 
their labors which, while not as con- 
clusive as expected at the beginning of 
the work, will be of great value to the 
arbitrators who will eventually settle 
the boundary dispute. Consideiing the 
extent of the ground covered the report 
is very short. It has not yet been de- 
cided whether or not the report will be 
made public, but it seems probable that 
in the end it will be transmitted to con- 
gress, not as a matter of right, but for 
information. 



KLEPTOMANIA. 



Jllrs. Castle's Example Seems to Have 
Spread Like a Disease. 

London, Feb. 27. — Truth says the re- 
lease of Mrs. Walter M. Castle has been 
followed by an alarming increase of 
kleptomania in the west end of London. 
One of tho lending storekeepers states 
that he has been obliged to take the law 
into his own hands, recognizing the 
futility of legal proceedings, and in view 
of the fact that the disgrace of arrest, 
etc., falls upon the innocent members of 
Jamilies. This storekeeper Bays he 
watched a weil-to-do lady and caught 
her stealing several times. Finally, he 
took her he says, to his private ollice 
and ollered her a choice of arrest or sum- 
mary chastisement, then and there. She 
accepted the latter, and the proprietor 
left her with his Bister, manageress of 
the store, who birched the lady until the 
latter howled for mercy and solemnly 
swore never to do it again. 

ESCORTED TO THE FRO NTI E 11. 

United States Citizens Don't Get Much 
Consideration in the Reicbsland. 

Berlin, Feb. 27.— There have been 
many recent cases of expulsion of Ameri- 
can citizens from the Reicbsland, and in 
every instance the U.S. embassy haB 
been powerless to eli'eot a revocation of 
the order of expulsion, as the lieichslund 
is not included in the treaty of ISO'S with 
the North German federation. Some of 
the cases of expulsion are deserving of 
sympathy and special consideration. 
For instance, a youth named Rene 
Ouirand, of Colmar, was visiting his dy- 
ing parents when he was turned out of 
the house and escorted to the frontier by 
the police. Ouirand iB a naturalized 
.American, residing at Worcester, Mass.

THE PRAIRIE PROVINCE. 

Hugh John Macdonald and the Leadership- 
Foster in Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 27.— (Special)— Hon. 
George Foster, ex-miniBter oE nuance, 
will speak here Tuesday night before the 
Young Men's Liberal Conservative Club. 

As Sir Charles Tupper has consented 
to Hon. Hugh John Macdonald retiring 
from Dominion politics to take the lead- 
ership of the Conservatives in the Mani- 
toba legislature, Hugh John was asked 
to-day if lie wouldaaccept the local lead- 
ership. He declined to talk, however, 
saying that he not yet heard from Sir 
Charles on the subject. 

The Queen's hotel at Moosomin 
burned today ; loss $9,000. 

The Church of Encland church at 
Neepawa was burned this morning; loss 
estimated at $1,750. The church wardenB 
wired the provincial government to be 
allowed to hold service in the court 
house, and permission to do so hits been 
granted.

RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 

Their Tactics Have Broken China's Influ- 
ence in Corea. 

London, Feb. 27. — Much attention has 
been attracted by the Husso-Japan 
treaty, published in the Official Messen- 
ger this week. It gives both Russia and 
Japan the right to station a large lorco 
in Corea to protect their settlements. 
The two parties agree to lend joint fin- 
ancial aid to Corea in case of necessity, 
and Russia reserves the right to con- 
struct a telegraph line from Seoul to the 
frontier. It is added that Corea retains 
full liberty in home and foreign affairs. 
Both Russia and Japan support the 
King, permanently assuring order. The 
British newspapers comment on the 
treaty and declare that it virtually sub- 
stitutes Russia for China as the domin- 
ant power at Seoul. 



Preparations in 1 oronto for the In- 
ternational ileetinp; to Be 
Held in July. 



Twenty Thousand Delegates Expec- 
ted to Yisit the Ontario Capi- 
tal Next Summer. 



The Toronto Mail. and Empire gives 
the following account of the preparations 
being made for the entertainment of the 
Epworth League delegates this summer : 

" The local committee of arrangements 
for the third international convention of 
the Epworth League, to be held here 
from July 15 to IS, is rapidly completing 
the plans and programme in that great 
event. A letter received by Rev. A. C. 
Crews, general secretary of the Epwortii 
League of Canada, from the secretary of 
the Michigan State League, stated that 
arrangements are being made for a dele- 
gation two thousand strong to attend 
the Toronto convention. Rev. Mr. 
Crews says that the leaguers (of 
Canada in the far East and far West 
are becoming increasingly interested in 
the convention, to the extent, indeed, in 
Manitoba that a letter just received 
states that from two to three hundred 
delegates from the Prairie Province may 
be expected. The example set last 
month to the Ontario conterenee leagues 
by the Bay of Quinte League to cancel 
their own conventions in favor of atten- 
dance at the international in Toronto in 
July is bjing followed by the London 
Conference League, Dr. Thornton, presi- 
dent of that league, having notilied the 
convention committee that they, too, 
have decided to withdraw their confer- 
ence convention with the view of the 
local leagues sending their delegates to 
Toronto. A special car is being char- 
tered by the Epworth League of Clarks- 
vilie, Tenn. The general secretary, Rev. 
Mr. Crews, will be arousing interest in 
theconventionnmong theOntario leagues 
during Mureh-and April. 

A series of bulletins are being pre- 
pared, one set for Canada and the other 
largely descriptive of Toronto ior circu- 
lation in the United States. The lirst 
of these is now being mailed to the State 
league com mittees. After dealing with 
the many attractions of Toronto, it re- 
cites the numerous great events of a na- 
tional or international character to be 
held in this city during the summer and 
autumn, and then giveB an interesting 
insight into the plans upon which the 
Epworth League convention is to be 
conducted. In this connection it says: 

The first international convention at 
Cleveland was attended by five thousand 
delegates, the second at Chattap.ooga by 
ten thousand, and if the same ratio of 
increase be realized there will be an at- 
tendance of at least twenty thousand at 
the third, Toronto is quite capable of 
handling this crowd, having a number 
of colleges that can be used in addition 
to the hotels. The citizens will open 
their homes to the visitors, and accom- 
modation will be provided at reasonable 
rates. Very good board can be had from 
one to two dollars per day. 

Instead of having one great place of 
meeting, it is intended to utilize Beveral 
audience rooms that will seat congrega- 
tions of not more than four thousand 
each. It is impossible for any speaker 
to make more than about that number 
hear with any comfort to himself or his 
hearers. The principal place of meeting 
will be theMassey music hall, which has 
seats for four thousand persons, and is 
said to be one of the most magnificent 
auditorjuins in America, It has two 
galleries, and a large platform, capable 
of seating about live hundred singers. 
This splendid building was presented to 
the city about two years ago by the late 
H. A. Massey, who desired that Toronto 
should have a spacious and convenient 
place for holding oratorio concerts, lec- 
tures, etc., at reasonable prices. It has 
proved of irreat value in bringing con- 
ventions to the city. Two blocks from 
the hall is located the Metropolitan 
church, which will hold twenty- 
live hundred persons, and one

Arrest for the Forgery of 
Mining Stock.

Maxwell, M. P., Forms Himself 
Into a Tariff Commission 
of One. 



Vancouver, Feb. 27.— (Special)— The 
board of trade held a special meeting in 
their rooms last night to discuss the 
tariff question. Mr. Maxwell, M.P., 
was present and stated that as the gov- 
ernment were unable to send the com- 
mission on tariff to Vancouver he was 
anxious to find out the opinion of 
prominent citizens on the queation. A 
number of wholesalers and merchants 
expressed their opinions informally 
when it was announced that on certain 
days which would be advertised, Mr. 
Maxwell would be present in the board 
of trade rooms to take official recognition 
of the views of prominent men of Van- 
couver on the tariff question as it affects 
British Columbia, to be forwarded to the 
government. 

Owing to the indignation expressed 
generally on the occasion of the little 
girl being run down by the wheelman on 
the sidewalk at Vancouver, the police 
have been instructed to strictly enforce 
the by-law governing bicycle riding. 

George Hunt, jr., had his hand so bad- 
ly injured at the Hastings mill yester- 
day that it is feared it will have to be 
amputated. 

The Vancouver Boating Club gave a 
very successful assembly at the Hotel 
Vancouver last night; a largo number 
were present and the rooms were very 
tastefully decorated. 

At the meeting of the Trades -and La- 
bor Council last night. delegates from the 
Machinists' Union announced that the 
machinist trade was in a deplorable 
stato, and that all outside machinists 
should he warned to keep away from 
Vancouver, as the city was overrun 
with journeymen machinists. The al- 
leged trouble at the B. C. Iron Works 
was alluded to, and it was stated that a 
number of non-union men struck on the 
grounds that higher wages promised 
them had not been given, Their action 
was later endorsed by the Machinists' 
Union. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Feb. 2". — Considerable 
excitement was manifest in mining cir- 
cles over the arrest in this city of F. C. 
Whitney, of Itevelstoke, secretary of the 
Orphan Boy Mining Co. The warrant 
was issued on information sworn out by 
Mr. J. W. Haskins, president of the 
company, the charge being the serious 
one of forgery. It appears that Mr. 
Haskins had gone to Ban Francisco to 
purchase a new stamp mill for the com- 
pany, and, about the same time, Whitney 
was married, and went on his honey- 
moon trip. Subsequently he went to 
Spokane, and had a large number of 
stock certificates printed representing 
nearly oo,000 shares in the Orphan Boy, 
to which, it in alleged, he appended the 
president's name, as well as his own as 
secretary. These, jt is alleged, were 
sold, through brokers and others, at 
about 4 cents per share. This alone, as 
the then price of Orphan Boy stock was 
15 cents, was enough to excite suspi- 
cion, as it caused the price of the genu- 
iue stock to immediately drop fifty per 
cent. 

On his return from the South, Mr. 
Haskins happened to see some of these 
spurious share certificates in Vancouver, 
and at once pronounced them forgeries, 
and clumsy ones at that. He then ascer- 
tained that Whitney was in this vicinity, 
and, tracing him up, he arrived in the 
city, yesterday evening, and located him 
here. He then swore out a warrant for 
Whitney's arrest, and Sergeant Dilla- 
bough executed ttie same, and took his 
prisoner to Vancouver on the 'J p.m., 
tram. Innocent purchasers of the forged 
stock will watch with interest the future 
proceedings.— Col urn bian .

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Feb. 27. — Mr. Albert Dill- 
worth's little three-year-old son has been 
drowned in the Nanaimo , river. Albert 
and a little two-year-old companion, son 
of Mr. Joseph Jones, were playing on a 
log at the water's edge when Albert fell 
into the water. The screams of the other 
child brought Mr. Jones to the scene, 
but he was too late as Albert had sunk. 
The body was discovered later in some 
drift at an eddy in the river. The 
funeral took place this afternoon at the 
parent's residence, Rev. E. G. Miller 
officiating. 

Some very promising quartz ledges 
have been found near Wellington, and 
as a tesult systematic prospecting will 
be done in the vicinity. 

ROSS LAND. 
(From tho Rossland Record.) 

On the slope of Lookout mountain 
lies tho G. R. Sovereign mineral claim 
in which is reported a now Btrike. This 
claim was bonded to Montana capital- 
ists last A pril. 

These parties expended $5,000 in de- 
veloping the claim and the work con- 
sisted of sinking No. 1 shaft 12 feet 
deep and No. 2 shaft to a depth of 40 
feet. A crosscut tunnel was also com- 
menced to tap the lead at a depth of 110 
feet. Assays from the bottom of No. 2 
shaft gave from $16 to $40 in gold. 
Owing to the failure to make the pay- 
ment due Nov. 1, Messrs. Ryan, Peter- 
son and Murphy, the owners, resumed 
work on No. 1 shaft, and at a depth of 
36 feet struck a body of ore that assayed 
as high as $49.63. In driving the cross- 
cut tunnel ledge matter was struck in- 
dicating that the ore body was not far 
from the shaft. The trend of the vein is 
northwest and southeast. 

Foreman Dawson of the White Bear 
came in this morning and reportB that 
they have at last got four feet of a solid 
ore body that will asBay high. 

This now ore body just struck is at 
tho 110-foot level, where the manage- 
ment contemplate putting in a pump- 
ing station, and from where they 
commenced drifting to tho west. 

Assays are being mado to-day and the 
jrcHiiltH will be made known later. 



IirS GUN BURST. 

A Salt f prlng Island Boy Badly Wounded 
by An Exploding Firearm. 

Stretched out on a berth in the steam- 
er City of Nanaimo, when she tied up at 
her wharf yesterday afternoon, lay a lit- 
tle fellow named Collins, his head band- 
aged up, waiting the return of his father 
who had gone up town for a carriage to 
convey the boy to tho Jubilee hospital. 
Young Collins, who is about 14 yearB 
old, is the victim of a gun explosion, 
from the results of which he may bo 
blind for life. A feWdays ago he went 
hunting with his brother on Salt Spring 
Island/ While firing off iiis gun it burst, 
the flying pieces of wood and metal 
wounding him so horribly in tho face 
that it is feared he will lose the eight of 
botli eyeB. The wounded boy's parents 
came down with him on the steamer 
yesterday to secure the beBt medical 
treatment po.ssi hie with tho hope that 
the injuries might not be quite so bad as 
feared. 

The City of Nanaimo brought in a very 
large freight, including two important 
shipments of ore from Texada island. 
One is from the Van Anda, and consists 
of 587 sacks, while the other 112 sacks 
come from tho Raven mine. Tho ore is 
being shipped to tho Fverett smelter. 

THE WATER QUESTION AT NELSON 

To the Editor: — The bill incorpor- 
ating Nelson, Rossland and Grand 
Forks, as passed through committee, is 
fair to the people of the three towns. 
But it seems that it does not suit some- 
one, or why does the senior member 
from C.uiboo (Mr. Rogers) wish to have 
it amended? The bill as passed gives 
the towns incorporated power to put in 
their own water works. This right will 
be denied them if Mr. Rogers' amend- 
ment is engrafted on the bill, for 
the people of one of the towns 
will be umced in the power of a private 
water company. At Nelson, tho Con 
Burners' Water WorkB' Company has a 
small piiitit, entirely inadequate for tho 
town, either for fire, domestic, or any 
other purpose. Its original cost was less 
than $3,500. Since it became the prop- 
erty of the Consumers' Water Works 
Company, about$l,500 more have been 
spent on it. Its distributing mains are 
2-inch gas pipe, and its reservoir, with a 
capacity of 20,000 gallons, is so situate 
that one-half of the residences in the town 
are on higher ground than its site. 
This plant was acquired by the com- 
pany's president at less than first cost. 
He turned it over to the Con Burners' Water 
Works Company for $17,000, and that is 
its cost as appears by the books of the 
company. The town under the Rogers' 
amendment will be compelled to pay 
the Consumers' Water Works Company 
in order to acquire it: 

First cost to the company $17,000 

Fifty per cent, bonus 8,000 

Interest for live years at 15 per cent 12,750 

Total $38,250 

There will bo no deductions from this 
amount, for the management of the 
company claim that all its earnings, ex- 
cept $1,500, have gone towards main- 
tenance. Mr. Rogers surely cannot be 
aware of these facts, for, as a fair-mind- 
ed business man, lie would be unwilling 
to saddle such a proposition on the peo- 
ple of any town in the province.

say that the ancient poeta of Aagyria 
and Scandinavia, for the Eddaa aie of 
Scandinavian origin, simply by acci- 
dent hit upon the aatne seriea of imagin- 
ary incidents and uaed the same forma 
of expression?. Prof. Mullor argues that 
from the fact that the name for cat is 
substantially the same in all the lan- 
guages of 'the old world that cuts were 
domesticated before the diaporsion of 
the human race. May we not with equal 
reason contend that the aubstantial sim- 
ilarity of theso two epicB demonstrates 
that in each is preserved the memory of 
a great catastrophe which befel man- 
kind, that neither of them is fable, but 
both are history, rendered weird and 
ghost-like by the shadows which had 
gathered in the long centuries between 
the catastrophe, whatever it may have 
been, and the days, which we call anci- 
ent, when the poets in lauds far remote 
from each other wrote down "the Btory 
that has been transmitted from the 
few survivors of the anger of the gods? 



A REMARKABLE PARALLEL. 

In the ruins of Nineveh were found, a 
number of years ago, some tablets, 
which appeared to relate to the Flood 
They have lately been very fully trans- 
lated, and they form a graphic and cir 
cumatantial account of a tremendous 
catastrophe, which, it is alleged, befe 
the world because of the wickedneas of 
the people of Suripak, a city which was 
built on the shore of the Euphrates. The 
story and that told in Genesis are paral- 
lel as far the latter goes, but the former 
givea a greater amount of details. On 
reading the account related by the As 
eyrian writer, who lived about the year 
MX) B. C, one is struck by its remarka 
bio similarity, not only as to the events 
described, but even in the lan- 
siuuge used, to that preserved in the 
Icelandic Sagas. The date of the latter 
ia generally assigned to the sixth cen 
tury after Christ, although they were 
probably not reduced to writing until 
Heveral centuries later. In other words, 
there were about twelve centuries be 
tween the production of the two epics, 
for bo they may be called. The later 
manifestly could not have been based 
upon the earlier. They are clearly wholly 
independent of each other, and the 
similarity is therefore all the more re 
markable. The reason we aay that the 
Icelandic poet could not have copied 
irom his Ninevite prototype is that it 
was not until another twelve centuries 
had elapsed that the Assyrian tablets 
were exhumed from the place where 
they had lain concealed for more than 
twenty- live hundred years. Note some 
of the resemblances. These lines are 
from the tablets : 

The Destroying Angel strode over 

mountain and valley 
And nil light is changed In darkness 
The hind crashed like an earthen vessel 

This is from the Edda: 

Mountains dash together 
1 leaven is rent in t wain , 
The sun grows dark, 
The stars from heaven vanish, 
The earth sinks into the sea. 

This is from the Edda: 

Brothers slav brothers.; 
Sisters' children 
Sited each other's blond 
There are sword ages, aie-agt'S 
Storm a^'e^, murder ages 
Till the world falls dead 
And men no longer spare 
Or pity one another. 

Then the Edda goes on to tell how the 
gods had hidden until they were aroused 
at the command of Odin to light the 
Eenris-Wolf, which had brought all this 
woo upon earth and heaven. 
Thia if from the tablets: 
Brother regards not brother, 
Men trouble not, about one another; 
In beaven the gods fear the Hood 

They escape to the highest licavi I 

Ann, 

They crouch like dogs, lying behind 
heaven's lattices. 

Then the ancient Assyrian poet tells 
us that the goddess Istar called the 
xoda together with a loud voice, and 
they held council and cast out Bel, who 
had wrought such havoc. 

In the Saga, as in the tablets, the 
building of a great ship is described. 
Lines out of the one account might be 
placed bodily in the other without affec- 
ting the continuity of the tale. TIiub 
the tablets tell of the gods lying prostrate 
and paralysed amid the awful tumult; 
while the Edda relates that the seats of 
the gods were drenched with the blood 
of victims. Indeed, the resemblanco is 
one of the most remarkable in the whole 
realm of literature. 

But what shall we say of the event 
itself which both these writf ra relate? 
Can wo afford to a weep it aside as fable'.' 
Pi wc not in fact sultify ourselves if we

■IN OBJECT LESSON 

IN SUBSIDIES. 

An agitation has sprung up in New 
Brunswick for a federal subsidy for a 
railway through the centre of that prov- 
ince. Tho proposed line would be about 
200 miles long, and would pass for about 
half its length through unsettled coun- 
try. It would not be a difficult line, but 
would be expensive because of the 
bridges, which would be many, for the 
line would be run at right angles to 
most of the river courses. The route 
which this road would follow was one of 
those proposed for the Intercolonial rail- 
way. It is worth while telling tho facts 
of this matter, so that British Columbia 
people may realize the nature of the 
precedents that have been set in the 
matter of railway bonusing in the East. 

Three routes were proposed for tho In- 
tercolonial — one via the valley of the St. 
John river, and one by tho route pro- 
posed for the road referred to above, 
ttie third, which was finally chosen, be- 
ing near the shore of tho Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. These routes had two [joints 
in common, namely, Rivera du Loup, 
in Quebec, and Moncton, in New 
Brunawick. Aa eooii as tho gulf 
route was chosen, agitation began 
f jr a road up the St. John valley. This 
waa finally secured, but only after the 
several parta of the road been subsidized 
in varioua ways by the provincial gov- 
ernment. Eor one portion the province 
took a larrzo amount of stock and gave 
outright $10,000 subsidy per mile; for 
another part, which was of 3 feet G-inch 
gauge, it gave 10,000 acres of land per 
mile, and for another a cash subsidy of 
$5,000 per mile. Eor some Binall por- 
tions both the latter subsidies were 
given. The lines constructed under these 
subsidies gave rail communication up 
the St. John valley to Edmundston, a 
point 00 miles from Riviere du Loup. 
All the roads built under theee subsi- 
dies in the Western part of the province 
were leased or purchased by a syndicate 
at the head of which were George Ste- 
phen and Donald Smith, who had just 
come into prominence in the railway 
world. The new owners widened the 
narrow gauge road, renovated the other 
lines and bad as a result over 100 miles 
of very excellent road, with termini at 
every important town in Western New 
Brunswick. They subsequently trans- 
ferred their pioperty to the Canadian 
Pacific. About this time pressure was 
brought to bear upon the govern- 
ment of Canada, as well as upon 
those of Quebec and New lirunswiek, to 
aubsidize a line to fill the gap between 
Edmundston and Riviere du Loup. 
Liberal subsidies were forthcoming ami 
the line was built, but when it was 
done it was found that, lying between 
the Intercolonial at one end and the 
Canadian Pacific at the other and run- 
ning through an indifferent piece of coun- 
try, it had very little business. So a 
demand was made for another subsidy 
to build a branch line up tho St, John 
valley above Edmundston. This was 
granted and the road was built. As a 
matter of fact there was no good reason 
for building the DO miles between 
EdmundBton and Riviere du Loup. The 
branch built up the St. John valley was 
well enough, but it ought to lie a part of 
the Canadian Pacific system. So it 
came about that roads have been built 
by two of the three routes proposed for 
the Intercolonial betweon Riviere du 
Loup and Moncton— the first by the Do- 
minion at an average cost of $-10, 000" a 
mile, the other by several companies 
aided by heavy subsidies from the Do- 
minion and two of the provincea. Now 
wo have an application for a line by the 
third proposed route. This will for a 
distance of forty miles parallel the 
C. P. R.'s lino and be within 
almost a stone's throw of it, 
and for a considerable portion of its 
length only a narrow wedge of poor 
country will separate it from the Inter- 
colonial. It would pass through Beveral 
settled districts, but each of them ia al- 
ready served by railways other than 
those above referred to, built under sub- 
sidies from both the Dominion and the 
Provincial governments. 

We do not propose to follow the above 
statement of facts with an argument 
against federal aid to the propoeed rail- 
way. Our object is to show the people of 
British Columbia that their friends in 
the East know a thing or two about bow 
to get railway subsidies, and also 
that any delegates who may go to Otta- 
wa to aek for assistance for the construe- 



THE COMING TIDE 

OE IMMIGRATION. 

The Rosslander thinks that some 
measure in the nature of the Corliss 
Amendment bill, which lately passed 
tho American congresB and now awaits 
the signature of the Freaident, will be 
necessary to keep Rosaland from being 
flooded with people of email meanB, 
who, though they may get work during 
the aummer and fall, will be thrown 
upon their own reaources during the 
winter and may be put to much diatreas. 
It is impossible to legialate against mat- 
ters of this sort. In this connection a 
suggestion of tho KosBlnnd Record is 
worth noting. It is that the Dominion 
government ought to station an agent at 
Rossland for the purpose of advising im- 
migrants, who are better adapted for 
farming than mining, aa to what parta 
of Canada they ought to 8ettle in. The 
Rosaland Miner repeata its belief that 
fully 100,000 immigrants are coming and 
says : 

It may betaken forgranted, therefore, 
that from all quarters there will ho a 
heavy immigration. What is to be done 
with these immigrants when they arrive 
is the (juestion to which tho Dominion 
government must at once turn its atten- 
tion. By the immediate construction of 
the Crow's Ness Pass railway it can 
furnish work for thousands of them 
directly and tens of thousands indirect- 
ly, and assure to Canada a very large 
permanent increase in her population 

There is good reason to believe that 
railway construction in Yale and Koote- 
nay will afford protection for a lar 
number of people. The construction of 
tho Crow's Nest Pass road will undoubt- 
edly be undertaken, and it is to be pre 
sinned will be pushed as rapidly aa pos 
Bible. It is quite possible that there will 
be something done elsewhere in South 
etn British Columbia, even though the 
Dominion authorities may not see their 
way clear to do anything more than to 
aid or construct the above named road. 
It is very desirable that as many as pos- 
sible of the new comera should take up 
agricultural land, and we have no doubt 
that tho Commissioner of Lands .will 
take steps to inform immigrants where 
Buch lands lie in Yale and Kootenay.

At 00 feet there is a 
drift 100 feet long, from which ore is 
now being shipped, bearing it is thought 
about $00 to the ton. The ore is being 
shipped to the Everett smelter. 

The Raven is now down about twenty 
feet, showing adrift seven feet wide in 
solid ore. This has been twice assayed, 
eacli time by a different assay er, showing 
a yield of $42 to the ton. 

Col. Aiken, who is an expert of many 
years experience, thinks that in about 
five feet more the drift will be struck in 
the lower level of the Van Anda, and 
that the indications are very good. 
" What should be done," he said, " is to 
put a good assay office there, as the 
property is good enough for it, and to 
put the best chemist there that can be 
had." The Colonel is on an extended 
tour, having been some months examin- 
ing properties in Colorado, Southern 
California' and the West Coast. Both 
gentlemen left by last night's Rosalie for 
Seattle, but expect to be back again 
shortly. 

A good story is told of Mr. O'Farrell, 
who is at present in this city. Mr. 
O'Farrell was asked by some friends how 
it was that he had the prefix "O" to 
his name, when others hearing the 
patronymic Farrell had not. Buttoning 
up his double breaster with lordly air, 
he replied with great dignity :

He is also the chief owner 
of the Iron HorBe at Rossland, which is 
said to be one of the bonanza properties 
of Trail creek. Mrs. II. B. Wadsworth 
and her daughter, well known society 
ladies of Portland, Ore., came over to 
Victoria with Mr. Farrell to visit the 
metropolis of British Columbia.

MARINE NOTES. 

Steamer Olympia sailed for the Orient 
on Friday evening with 1(1 passengers.

The cargo includes 2,050 bales of domes- 
tics, 2,500.000 cigarettes, ^50,000 worth 
of (lour, H00 bales of cotton and other 
goods to the total value of $180,000. The 
sole cabin passenger was M. S. Hill, of 
San Francisco, who goes to Yokohama. 

On her next schedule run leaving San 
Francisco on Tuesday next, the City of 
Puebla will be relieved by the palatial 
steamship Queen, which but recently 
made a trial run after being extensively 
overhauled and altered. The ship is 
now considered without a peer on the 
Coast in eo far as beauty is concerned, 
and her arrival here in consideration -of 
this will no doubt be awaited with in- 
terest. The City of Puebla ia being laid 
oil' for a general renovation and painting. 

Though somewhat slow in their move- 
ments the sealers are gradually working 
away from port until now more than 
half that " forests of masts" has com- 
pletely disappeared. Including tho 
irietas, which cleared yesterday, 34 have 
sailed and within the next week the 
number will be considerably increased. 
The Enterprise is the last to come in 
from the stream and she is being hur- 
riedly fitted out. 

The fleet of schooners which have been 
fishing for halibut in Alaska during tho 
winter will soon start on the voyage 
homeward. The vessels are expected to 
arrive on the Sound some time in April. 
The fishing this year has not been so 
good as last year, and it will take a good 
rim on tho banks off Cape Flattery to 
bring the average for fishermen to any- 
thing like a satisfactory total. 

California freight consignments to the 
amount of 75 tons arrived on the steamer 
Umatilla at 7 o'clock last evening. The 
ship's passage from San Francisco was 
uneventful, there being no seals or seal- 
ers sighted en route and no particular 
bad weather experienced to make tho 
voyage disagreeable for the many pas- 
sengers aboard.

" THE FARMER'S MASS." 

To the Editor :— -My attention having 
been drawn to a local paragraph in the 
Daily Times of a few days ago, in which 
it is intimated that the Friendly Holp 
Association only desired such offerings 
in aid of their funds as might come to 
them on the fundimental principle of 
the Lord'H tenth and the connection of 
their name with the concert now being 
got up by Mr. Victor Austin, was a mis- 
take. It has struck me so forcibly that 
the publication of the said paragrapli 
may not only do much harm to that old 
and very worthy Bociety (the British 
Columbia Benevolent Society), but cause 
a misunderstanding in the public mind 
as to the true intent which has prompted 
Mr. Victor Austin to work so hard and 
zealously to make the concert the finest 
combined instrumental and vocal 
musical event that has ever taken place 
here. 

When Mr. Victor Austin first men- 
tioned the matter to me, it waa his in- 
tention to give the entire benefit to the 
British Columbia Benevolent Society, 
but in consequence of having been in- 
terviewed by some of the lady members 
of the aforesaid association, as well as 
on my suggestion to the same effect, he 
was induced to give publicity to the fact 
that the concert would bo "for the joint 
benefit of the two said charitable insti 
tutions. I arn at a loss to understand 
why the Friendly Help Association 
should decline aid for their very worthy 
institution from such a source as a 
charity concert.

"Women nro spending more money on 
shoos nowadays than on bounots," saicl 
ono of tho managers of a big shoo honso 
tho other day, "and there arc n number 
of reasons for this. In the first place, 
theorazo for athletics among women has 
brought about a tidal wavo of reform 
concerning skirts, and this in turn litis 
revolutionized footwear. Tho skirts aro 
worn much shorter this spring than thoy 
have been in years and aro cut to stand 
out in such a way that tho feet are much 
exposed, and this of courso necessitates 
oxtra euro as to footgear.

Following are a number of details 
which characterize tho spring and sum- 
mor footwear, and reported in tho.

Tho soles of this season's shoes are 
finished fairly close to the uppers and 
do not protrude us thoy did in tho win- 
tor styles. Tho vamps and tips of the 
cloth top boots aro mado of patent leath- 
er when thoy aro to bo used for dress 
occasions and Russian leather for stroot 
wear, and all of thom are buttoned.

It is ob- 
tainable in the various colored kids, snch 
as tho prevailing shades of tan, bluo, 
russot and white. It has an extreme 
Louis Quinzo heel and a Castilian arched 
shank, which gives a very beautiful 
shape to tho foot, and is trimmed with 
a rathor largo boniiot bow which har- 
monizos with tho wearer's gown, and is 
also set off with a rhinestono ornament. 
Many people think that tan and russet 
aro tho same. This is not true. Russet 
is pebbled seal, while tan embraces the 
kids and Russian leathers, tending to- 
ward the lighter shade. 

For roal evening wear satin slippers 
aro iu voguo, and tho color of courso de- 
pends on that of tho costume. Black 
satin is embroidered in red iridescent 
heads, cardinal in gold beads, and tho 
toes of many of tho yellow slippers aro 
embroidered in seed pearls and gold 
beads in an opsnwork pattern to show 
tho stocking and aro finished with huge 
full chiffon rosettes.

Shipload of Adventurers Leave 
San Francisco for the South 
Paciile. 



They Are Looking- for an Easier 
Mode of Life Than Western 
Civilization. 



The San Francisco papers are filled 
with accounts of an expedition that has 
been fitted out there on a co-operative 
plan by a lot . of men who, weary with 
the attempt at making a living under 
the present conditions, think that they 
can found a new commonwealth away 
off in Southern eeas where the condi- 
tions of life will be less hard. Describ- 
ing the expedition, the San Francisco 
Call says : 

Manager Reinhart of the South Sea 
Island colonizing expedition is Hie hap- 
piest man in seven states. He has at 
least $10,000 " cash on hand " and so fai- 
ling only paid out $2,500 for the old brig 
Percy Edward and say $1,000 for neces- 
sary repairs. Where the colonists are 
going they do not know, and furthermore 
they do not seem to care. Nearly all of 
them are unsophisticated farmers 
from the interior, and like the unfortu- 
nates who made an excursion from Aus- 
tralia to Paraguay in the RoyalTar, they 
seem to think they have the ball at their 
feet and all they have to do ia to make 
the necessary exertion and a fortune is 
theirs. 

Someof the membersof the expedition 
say they aie going "to the South Sea 
islands just for fun," and that they do not. 
expect to have anything but an enioyatJle 
cruise after an imaginary island." The 
fact still remains, however, that the 
Percy Edwards was built exactly thirty- 
one years ago in Boston, Mass., and that 
her late owner did not lit her out again 
for another whaling cruise. The brig 
belonged to James McKenna, and two 
years ago she went to the Arctic, 
but ditl not make enough money to 
pay the $1 that each member of 
tho crew was paid off with. Since 
then she lay up in Oakland creek 
until the man who invented "the 
AdamlesH Eden " came along, and then 
there was a demand for a vessel that 
could he bought cheap. The Percy Ed 
wards is 1S9 tons net, 105 feet -1 inches 
long, 28 feet 1 inch beam and 10 feet 1 
inch deep. She has been thoroughly 
overhauled and repaired, and a cruise iii 
her to the Southern ecus will be as safe 
as in any whaler that has left port dur- 
ing the past month. 

Nearly three years ago a similar expe- 
dition to the one planned to leave "on 
the Percy Edward next Thursday left 
Australia on the bark Royal Tar. It 
was bound for Paraguay and everything 
that the colonists had was put into the 
general fund and all and sundry were to 
share and share alike. A conces- 
sion had been received from the 
government of South America and 
each family waa to receive eo 
much land and each single man was to 
be given so much in proportion. It was 
a second South Sea bubble and disaster 
followed it from the moment the vessel 
reached its destinatiou. Tho colony is 
now almost deserted and the colonists 
are nearly all back in Australia, sadder 
but wiser men. Will ihe expedition on 
the Percy Ed ward prove more successful, 
iB the question of interest on the water 
front just now. 

First Mate Driggs of the brig is confi- 
dent that the venture will be a success, 
and says that besides owning the vessel 
and her contents there is $7,000 in the 
treasury. Where they are going he does 
not know, and the destination will not 
be known until the vessel gets to sea. 
" She will clear for a cruise in the South- 
ern seas, " said he. According to him 
the public and the press looked upon the 
scheme as chimerical, but he is certain 
that it will be a success. 

Three young farmers joined tho ex- 
pedition yesterday, and each paid $100 
for a chance in the glorious future that 
awaits them in the new Eden, serpents 
and savages barred. Revolvers, Win- 
chesters and shotguns are part of the 
passengers' equipments, and while the 
passengers say they will not light unless 
forced to they are prepared for contin- 
gencies.

Grain Laden Vessel From Tacoma Ashore 
In India. 

Port Townsend, Feb. 27.— News has 
been received here of the loss of the 
Norwegian steamship Tyr, of Stavanger, 
eight miles off Lowestoft, India, Janu- 
ary 28. The Tyr loaded a cargo of grain 
last November at Tacoma for' Calcutta. 

Six Chinese and two Japanese, all 
passengers on the steamer Victoria from 
Yokohama, were released from quaran- 
tine at Diamond Point this morning.

Victorias of Winnipeg Win the Great Match 
in That City Yesterday. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 27.— The champion- 
ship hockey match here to-night between 
the Winnipeg and Victoria teams, of 
this city, was won by the Victorias by 4 
to 8.

The rcault 
again makes the Victorias champions of 
Manitoba, and they will play the Mon- 
treal Victorias for the championship of 
Canada next vear.

PROPOSED SMELTER. 

The Offer That Is Being Made to the City 
of Vancouver. 

The Vancouver World gives the fol- 
lowing outline of the scheme which Mr. 
William Selevor is placing before Van 
couver for the erection of a Bmelter 
there : 

"William Selevor, who represents a 
very wealthy and influential syndicate 
of capitalists resident in Portland, Ore., 
Salt Lake City, Denver, Col., Milwau- 
kee and Chicago, returned to the city 
last evening from the south. Since 
bis departure from Vancouver, Mr. 
Selevor has visited several leading 
mining centres in the East relative to 
tho projected smelter and refinery here. 
There is no change in the plans or pro- 
posals to be made to the city by Mr. 
Selevor, namely, that if the city will 
grant a subsidy of $ir>0,000 in such pay- 
ments as may heieafter he agreed upon 
they will at once proceed with the con- 
struction of a 'smelter and a refinery 
which will be in every respect first-class. 
Said Mr. Selevor to the World to- 
day : " We tlo not desire any exemption 
from taxation, free water, free site or 
any other consideration. Nothing will 
he done by us but what will bear inves- 
tigation as regards building, plant and 
capacity of the works, which will be audi 
as will meet, all demands for many years 
tocome. We will give employment to 
at least 200 men, many of whom will earn 
wages ranging as high as $3.50 per day. 
These as well as all others connected 
with the company will bear their share 
of civic and all other taxation. Our 
plant will bo of the very latest and 
most approved kind, equal to and not 
surpassed by the very best in the 
largest smelting centres in the United 
States or Great Britain. I am in a 
position to state that since it became 
known that we were going to estab- 
lish smelters and refining works in 
Vancouver applications have been re- 
ceived by us from well-known lead 
manufacturers in the United States, 
intimating their intention to establish 
lead works here. Tlie proposed imnort 
duty of 2o per cent, on copper and lead 
by the United States will aid the smelt- 
ing, refining and lead industry in Can- 
ada enormously. The eil'ect of this must 
be the building up in Vancouver of kin- 
dred industries in connection with 
the development of tho mines, 
tho extent of which it is diffi- 
cult to forestall. We are in hope that 
there will be as little delay as possible 
in completing the negotiations wit h the 
city in order to afford the promoters an 
opportunity to have the worka in full 
blast early next autumn. It will take 
several months to build the machinery, 
and as it is our intention to procure as 
much as possible in Vancouver some 
time will be consumed ere patterns can 
lie prepared and easting* "made there- 
from. The ground has to be cleared; 
tracks ofVailway laid therein ; wharves 
and storehouses built, for the full rarrv- 
ing out of which time will be required!" 

Mr. Selevor likewise stated that it ia 
the intention of the syndicate he repre- 
sents to own, operate and develop min- 
ing properties in the interior. "In 
brief," said he, " we want to be able to 
handle the raw material, in the shape of 
our own quartz, smelt and refine the 
same, as we will be able to do for others. 
Our capital for the handling of the busi- 
ness is practically unlimited. All are 
impressed with the important position 
Vancouver occupies as a coming mining, 
manufacturing, railway and shipping 
centre." 

Mr, Selevor brought with him the 
plans and specifications for the projected 
works. These will be open for the in- 
spection of any ratepayer or citizen who 
may be anxious to satisfy himself as to 
the costly and substential nature of the 
establishment. The proposition to be 
made by him is now being prepared and 
will be submitted to the corporation at 
next Monday's meeting of the council.

MANITOBA MINES. 

'ork on Clnims in the Hanitou District 
Show Good Results. 

The Winnipeg Tribune says: Mr. W. 
F. Caldwell, of Rat Portage, who is 
superintending work at tho mine in 
which Mr. J. F. Howard is largely inter- 
ested in the Manitou district, arrived in 
the city last Sunday. He brought in 
witli him some 200 pounds of ore, the 
beet, Mr. Caldwell told a Tribune re- 
porter last evening, that ho had 
seen in his 15 years' experience. 
Mr. Caldwell left Rat Portage for 
the Manitou district on December 9 last 
with a gang of eight men, six miners, a 
cook and a blacksmith. A distance of 
800 feet has been test-pitted on the 
claim, the teat pits running from three 
to live feet in depth, and the result of 
the work is highly satisfactory. Outside 
of this, however, a main shaft has been . 
sunk 50 feet, and the prospects are ex- 
ceedingly bright. In all probability n 
20-stauip mill will be placed in position 
in the spring.
